ATTENDING VETERINARIAN AND ADEQUATE VETERINARY CARE (DEALERS AND EXHIBITORS). 

Each dealer or exhibitor shall establish and maintain programs of adequate veterinary care that includes the availability of 
appropriate facilities, personnel, equipment, and services to comply with the provisions of this subchapter. The licensee 
currently has a primary enclosure measuring 20 feet by 10 feet. The licensee is in possession of a yearling tiger, a fifteen 
week old tiger cub, and two lion cubs. This is not adequate space or appropriate facilities to maintain and care for these 
animals when they are mature. Appropriate enclosures must be constructed to meet the needs of caring for and maintaining 
these animals and/or the population of animals should be adjusted to fit the housing facilities currently available. To be 
corrected by: November 11, 2004.
